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1. Claims 64 -66 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as containing subject matter which was not described in the 
specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was 
filed, had possession of the claimed invention for the same reasons set forth in the Office Action mailed on 03/01/05 . This is a New 
Matter rejection. 

Applicant's arguments filed on 06/01/05 have been fully considered, but have not been found convincing. 

Applicant asserts that the sequences as recited in the amended claims 64-66 represent inherent structural properties of the 

corresponding human germline genes, thus said sequences do not constitute the new matter 


Contrary to Applicant's assertion, as has been stated in th previous Office Action, "SEQ ID NOs 9-11" for human germlines Vh3-30.3 
or VkL18 or VkA27 respectively, claimed in claims 64-66 represent a departure from the specification and the claims as originally filed 
and applicant has not pointed out where the support come from. It is noted that the specification, as originally filed only disclosed the 
general nimenclature for said germline, for example Vh3-30.3,VkL1 8 and VkA27 without providing a sequences data or specific 
database name and accession numbers to retrieve the specific sequences of these genes
